BODY WAS FOUND 


Coroner’s Testimony Sup- 
ports Claim Woman Died 
Before Time Husband 

“Usually Left Home. 


TOP OF HER SKULL 
SHOWN IN COURT 


Weapon Believed to Have 
Been Used in Killing Also 
Displayed—State to Seek 
Death Penalty. 


Mrs. Marie Henke Wad been’ 
dead 12 to’ 14 hours before her | 
body was discovered in bed at her 
residence in Richmond Heights 
about_6 p. m. July 11 last, Coroner 
Bracy testifiéd today, as the first 
witness in the trial of her husband, 
Harry A. Henke .Jr., charged with 
her murder. The trial is before 
Cirtuit Judge McElhinney at Clay- 
ton. The courtroom was crowded 
with spectators, most of whom 
were women. 

The Coroner's statement as to the 
time of death uphoids the theory 
of the prosecution that Mrs. Henke 
was slain early on the morning of 
July 112, before the time that Henke 
customarily left the house for his 


| work. The defense contends that 


death occurred during the day, 
while the members of the house- 
hold were asvay. . 

The women gasped, and Henke 
gazed steadily at the floor, when 
the prosecution presented the top 
of Mrs. Henke’s skull for examin- 
ation ‘of the Coroner. He pointed 
out two places which he said were 
the fractures which caused death. 
When a wrench, foun® near the 
body was shown, the Coroner said 
it was such an instrument as 
might have caused the fractures. 

Objection by Defense. 

Defense counsel obsgected stren- 
uously to testimony of the Cor- 
oner as to.the length of time be- 
tween the death and discovery of 
the body. It was contended by 
the defense that ‘the Coroner. had 
not made a sufficiently thorougk 
examination to enable him to de- 
Yermine that fact. 


The defense was outlined by 
Pugene McMahon, who with 
former State Senator A. E. L. 


Gardner, represents Henke. 

It will seek to prove that there 
was a period of time on July 
11 that doors of the Henke home 
were unlocked; that the Coroner’s 
opinion as to the time of death 
cannot be accurate because his ex- 
amination “was superficial; that 
Henke did not wear pajamas and 
that pajamas found in the house 
did not show blood stains, as al- 
leged by the prosecution. 

The State will ask “the most se- 
vere penalty under the law,” in 
this case, R. A. Roessel, special 
prosecutor, announced in his open- 
ing statement, té the jury, which 
includes seven farmers. Roessel, 
in his outline, began with Thurs- 
day night, July 10, the night be- 
fore the murder. 

He said that after 11 o’clock on 
the night of July 10, there were 
only three persons in the house at 
1721 Beulah place. These were 
Henke an4 bis wife, and the wife's 
stepfather, Joseph Yost. 

Entrance Not Forced. ‘ 


“All doors and windows were 
locked, and screens were in place,”

and Prof. Charles A. Graves. Dean 
Tucker, who formed a strong at- 
tachment for his youthful assistant, 
died Feb. 13, 1897, and was suc- 
ceeded by Prof. Graves. During 
his lifetime he was noted as one of 
the great constitutional lawyers of 
the South. A short time before 
his death John W. Davis was sit. 
ting at his bedside, The old dean 
smiled and said: 

“Well, John, they say I'm only 
alive because of my rugged con- 
stitution.

Washington and Lee upon the lat- 
ter’s death. At the end of the 
school term he sought to induce his 
youthful assistant to return the fol- 
lowing year, holding out a promise 
of a full professorship a tittle lat- 
er. But the call of the law was 
stronger than the call to an aca- 
demic life, and he returned to 
Clarksburg finally in 1897. His 
father was €2 and needed him tn 
hie office.
